Travis Ashmore gave a lengthy background in his defense regarding his 
participation with the Lisle Scout Troop. 

He explained that he felt his membership denial applied only to the local 
troop that he had been involved in. This young man comes from an extremely 
troubled family. His mother is getting married for the seventh time and is 
pregnant at age forty-two. 

Concerning criminal charges while working at Cub Foods, he was aware of, and 
observed, a fellow employee stealing Nintendo tapes valued at approximately 
$S00.00. Charges were dropped from grand larceny to petty theft. When 
interrogated he first denied knowledge. The employee involved skipped 
town. Ashmore was arrested and taken to jail. While there, he plea 
bargained, admitting criminal knowledge. He anticipates 2 months in jail 
and 2 years probation. 

He is contrite but appears deceitful. In an interview one has an uneasy 
feeling of mistrust. In conversation with the Scout executive, he feels a 
sense of empathy for a person to whom Scouting has meant so much. 

Chandler indicates a willingness to reconsider Ashmore 1 s future registration.
